from at. For, af.on the one file common Experience ſhewe:k 
that where a change hath been made of things adviſedly eſtablijhe 
(10 evident neceſſity ſo requiring ) ſundry inccnveniencies haut 
thereupon enſued ; and thiſe many times more, and greater th 
the evils, that were inten4ed to be remedied by ſuch change : 
on the other fide, the particular Forms of Divine Worſhip, an 
the Rites, and Ceremonies aproin:ed to be uſed therein, bemy 
things in their oren nature indifferent, and alterable, an4 ſo at- 
knowledged ; it is but reaſonable, that upon weighty an4 impor 
tant conſederations, accerding te the various exigency of time! 
and occaſions, ſuch changes an4 alterations ſhould be made :here- 
37, as to thoſe that ave in place of Authority ſhould from time t 
time ſeem either neceſſary or expelien', Arcordingly we $14, 
that in the Reigns of ſeveral Princes of bleſſed memory ſince th 
Reformation, the Church, upon juſt and weighty conſederation 
Her therewnto moving, hath yielied to make ſuch alterations in 
ſome particulars, as in their reſpetive times were thought con« 
venient : Tet ſc, as that the mazn Body and Eſſentials of it (a 
well zn the chiefsſt materials, as in the frame and order thereof) 
have ſti'l continued the ſame unto this day, and do yet fland firm 
and unſhaken, notwithflanding all the vain attempts and imp 
tnous aſſaults made againſt it, by ſuch men as are given to change, 
and have always diſcovered a preatey repard to their own .-privaie 
fanries and intereits, then to that duty they owe to the Publick, 
By wha: undue means, and for what miſchievous purpoſes the 
wſe of the Liturgy (though injoyned by the Laws of the Lani, 
an4 thoſe Lares never yet repealed) came,during the late unhapy) 
confuſions, to be diſcontinued, is too well known to the World, 
and we are not reil/mp here to remember, But when upon His 
Mijefties happy Reſiamration it ſeemed probable, that amongſt 
other things, the uſe of the Liturgy alſo would return of courſe 
(the ſame kaving never been legally aboliſhed) unleſs ſome timely 
means were uſed to prevent it 3 thoſe men who under the late 
uſurped powers bad mate it a great part of their buſineſs to ren« 


der the people diſaſſetted thereunto, ſaw themſelves in point of 
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utaticn and intereſt cenceyned (unleſs they rrould ſreely ace 
owledge themſelves to have crred, which ſuch men are very 
rdly brought to do) with their u:moſt endeavours to binder the 
itution thereof, In order whereunto divers Pamphlets were 
bliſhed again#t the Book of Common Prayer, the old Otjetti- 
s muſtered up, with the addition of ſome new ones more than 
merly had been made, to make the number ſree!', In fine, 
eat importunities were uſed to His Sacred Majeſty, that the ſaid 
ok might be Reviſed, and ſuch Alterations therein, and Addj- 
ns thereunto made, as ſhould be thought requiſite for the eaſe of 
nder Conſciences 3, Whereunto His Majeſty out of His pious In- 
mation to give ſatisfattion( ſo fay as could be reaſenably expetted ) 
all His Subjects of what perſwaſim ſoever, did graciouſly cone 
ſcend. 
In which Review we have endeavoured to obſerve the like Mo 
ration, as we find to have been uſed in the like caſe in former 
mes. And therefore of the ſundry Alterations propoſed unto mg 
e kave rejetted all ſuch as rrere either of dangerous conſequence 
as ſecretly ſtriking at ſome eſtabliſied Dottrine, or laudable 
reitice of the Church of England, or indeed of tle whole Cathc-

wolous and vain, But ſuch alterations as were tendred to 4s 
by what perſons, under what pretences, or to what purprſe 
ever ſo tendred) as ſeemed to ws in any degree requiſite or ex- 
edient, we kave willingly and of ouy own accord aſſented unto : 
ot enforced ſo to do by any flirength of Argumen', convincang, us 
f the neceſſety of making the ſaid Alterations : For we are fully 
erſwaded in our judgement s,( and we here profeſs it to he world ) 
vat the Book., as it jtood before eſtabliſhed by Lazr, doth not.con- 
ain in it any thing contrary to the Word of Cod, or to ſound Dee 
trine, or which a godly man may not with a good conſcience uſe 
ind ſubmit untogor which is not fairly defenſible againſt any that 
Þal oppoſe the ſame 5 if it ſhall be allowed ſuch juſt and favoura- 
le conjirultion as in conmon equity ought to be allowed to all 
umane Writings, eſpecially ſuch as are ſet forth by Authority, 
md even to the very beſt Tranſlations of the holy Scripture it ſelf, 
Our general aim therefore in this undertaking was, not to gra- 
ifie this or that party in any their unreaſonable demands ; but to 
lo that which to our heſt undeyflandings we conceived might 
oft tend to the preſervation of Peace and Unity in the Church ; 
the prom. of Reverence, and exciting of Piety and Devotion 
pn the publick Worſlip of Ged 3 and the cutting off occaſion 
rom them that ſeek, occaſion of cavil, or quarrel againſt the Li- 
tirpy of the Church.

And having thus endeavoured to diſcharge our duties in ti, om 


weighty affair, as in the fight of God, and to approve our ſinceriWhe peo 
therein (ſo far as lay in us ) to the conſciences of all men ; althoug{Fonun 
we know it impoſſ.ble (in ſuch variety of apprehenſions, humour 
an4 mtereits as are in the world) to pleaſe all z, nor can exp 
that men of fattions, peeviſh, and perverſe ſpirits ſhould be ſatiqgſ*rain 
fied with any thing that can be done in this kind by any other tha *-* 
themſelves : Tet we have good hope, that what is kere preſent 
and hath been by the Convocations of both Provinces with gre 
di/igence examined and approved, will be alſo wel! accepted, @ 
approved by all ſober, peaceable, and truly conſcientious Sons 
the Church of England, 
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Here was never any thing by rhe wit of man ſo well deviſed, or 
ſo ſure eftabliſhed, which, in continuance of time, hath not been 


' Crept 1 corrupred : As, among other things, it may plainly appear by che 
ys uſe Common Prayers in rhe Church, commonly called Divine Service, 
WWri« 6ct origina) and ground whereof if a man would ſearch out by che 
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ncient Fathers, he (hall find, chat the ſame was not ordained bur of 2 
paod purpoſe, and for a great advancement of godlineſs, For they (© or- 
fered the matter, that all che whole Bible, (or the greatett part thereof) 
hould be read oyer once every year 5 intending thereby, rhar rhe Clergy, 
nd eſpecially ſuch as were Miuifters in the Congregation, ſhould (by 
pfren reading, and medication in Gods word) be ftirred vp ro godlineſs 
hemſelves. and be more able ro exhort orhers by wholſom dofrine, and 
nconfure them that were adverſaries to the Trurh 3; and further, cha; 
he people (by daily hearing of holy Scripcure read in che Church) mighs 
ontinually profit more and more in the Knowledge of God, 'and be the 
more inflamed wirh che love of his crue Religi in. 

Bur theſe many years paſſed, his godly and decent Order of the ancienx 
Fathers hach been ſo alcered, broken, and negle&ed, by planring in un« 
extain Stories, and Legends, with mulcicudes of Reſponds, Verſes, vain 
Repecitions, GCommem>orations and Synodals ;z chat commonly, when any 
Book of the Bible was begun, aſter three or four Chaprers were read our 
all the ret were unread. And in this fore the Book of Iſaiah was begun in 
Advent, and the Book of Geneſis in Septuageſima ;, bur they were onely 
begun, and never read through : Atter the like ſorr were other Books of 
holy Scriprere uſed. And moreover, whereas Saint Paul would have ſuch 
language ſpoken co the people in cheChurch,as they might underftand,and 
have profic by hearing the ſame 3 The Service in this Church of England 
theſe many years, hath been read in Latine ro the people, which chey 
underftand not 3 {© char they have heard with their ears onely, and their 
hearr, ſpirit and mind have not been edificd thereby. And furchermore, 
notwichftanding char che ancient Fachers have divided rhe P/alms into 
ſeven Portions, whereof every one was called a NoFurn; Now of late 
time, a few of them have been daily ſaid, and the reft utterly omirted. 
Moreover, the number and hardnefs of che Rules called che Pie, and the 
manifold changings of che Service was the cauſe, that co rurn the Book 
onely was ſo hard and intricate a matter, that many times rhere was more

breaking one piece from another. For this cauſe be cur of Anthems 
Reſponds, Invitarories, and ſuch like things as did break he continue 
courſe of the reading ot che Scriprure, | 
_ Yer, becauſe chere is no remedy, bur that of neceſſicy there muſt be 
ſome Rules 3 cherefors cerrain Rules are here (cr forth 3 which, as me 
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are few in number, fo chey are plain and eafie co be underftood, So 
here you have an Order for Prayer, and for rhe reading of the holy 
pture mach agreeable ro the mind and purpoſe of rhe old Fathers, a 
greac deal-more profitable and commodious, chan rhar which of lace 
uſed, It is more proficable,becauſe here are left our w_ things, where 
ſome are uncrue, ſome uncertain, ſome vain and fuperfiicions, and 
thing is ordaiged © be read, but rhe very pure Word of God, rhe he 
Scriptures, or that which is agreable tro »he ſame 3 and that in ſuch al 
guage and order, as is moſt cafie and plain tor underſtanding both 
the readers and hearers. It is alſo more comm dious, both for rhe ſhe 
neſs thereof, and for the plainneſs of the Order, and for that the F 
be few and cafie. 

And whereas heretofore there hath been grear diverficy in ſaying 
Gnging in Churches within (his Realm, ſome tollowing Selxbury Uſe, [: 
Hereford Uſe, and ſome the Uſe of Bangor, ſme of York, ſume of Lincol 
now .rom henceforch all che whole Realm ſhall have but one Uſe» 

And furaſmuch as nothing can be ſo plainly ſer forth, bur d -ubrs\ mx 
ariſe in the uſe and praftice of rhe ſame z to appeaſe all ſuch diverkry ( 
any ariſe) and for rhe reſolurion of all doubrs concerning rhe manne 
how to underftand, do, and execure the things contained in this Book 
the varties that fo doubr, or diverſly cake any thing, ſhall alway reſort 
the Biſhop of the Dioceſe, who by his diſcrerion thall eake order For « 
quieting and appeaſfing of the ſame ; fo that the ſame order be nor cc 
trary ©© any thrng contained in this Book. And if the Bithog of the Di 
_ be in doubr, then he may ſend for che reſolution rhereot rs the Arc 
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6 By. ir be appoinred, That all things fha)l be read and ſang in the 


Church in the Englih Tongne, to the end. that che Coagrena 
may be thereby edined; yer ic is noc meant, bur that when men ſay Mo 
ing and Evening Prayer privacely, they may ſay the ſame in any 1 
guage char rthey chemſelves do underſtand, : . , 

And 81 Priefts and Deacons are to fay daily the Morning and Evenir 
Prayer, cicher privately or epen!ly, not being ler by fickneſs, or ſore 
other urgent @uſe. . 

And the Gurace that miniftrech in every Pariſh-Church or Chappe), being 
ar home, and nor being otherwiſe reaſonably hindered, ſhall fay rhe 
ſame in rhe Parifh-Churc or Chappel where he miniftrech, and” fvall 
cauſe a Bel! co be rolled rbereunto a convenient time before he begin, chat 
whe people may come to hear Gods Word, and to pray wich bims 
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Why ſome be aboliſhed, and ſome retained. 


F ſuch Ceremonies 2s be uſed in the Church, and have had their 
() beginning by the infticution of man, ſome at rhe firft were of 


godly intent and purpoſe deviſed, and yer at lengrh rurned to 
yaniry and ſuperftition. Some entred into the Church by undif- 
exeer devotion, and ſuch a zeal as was wichout knowledge z and for be- 
cauſe rhey were winked at in the beginning, they grew daily ro more 
and more abuſes; which not onely for their unprofitableneſs, bur alſo be- 
cauſe they have much blinded the people, ard obſcured the glory of God, 
are worcly to be cut away, and clean rejected. Ocher there be,which al- 
though they have been deviſed by man, yer it is thought good to reſerve: 
them ſtill, as well for a decent order in the Church (tor rhe which thev 
were firtt deviſed} as becauſe they pertain co edification, whereunro a!l 
things done in the Church(as the Apoftle teacherh) ought ro be referred. 
And alrhough rhe keeping or omicring of a Ceremony,in it ſelf confider- 
ed,is but a ſmall chingzyer che wilful and conrempruous cranſgreflion and 
breaking of a common order and diſcipline, .i4 no ſma!! offence before 
God, Let all things be done among you, ſarcth Szint Paul,in « ſeemly and due 
order ; The appointment of the which order percainech nor to privars 
men; therefore no man ovghc to rake in hand, or preſume to appcint or 
alter any publick or commen Order in Chrifts Church, except he be law « 
fully called and authorized rhereunto- 


And whereas in this our cime,the minds of men are fo divers, that ſome 


think ic a grear marter of conſcience to depart from a piece of the leaſt Gt 
their Ceremonies, they be ſo addifed co their old cuſtoms; and again on 
he ocher ſide,ſome be ſo new-fangled,cthar they would innovare all rhings, 


and ſo deſpiſe the old, that norhing can like rhem, bur chat is new : it 
vas chought expedient not ſo much co have reipe& how to pleaſe and ſa- 
lshe exther of cheſe parties, as how to goon {| Ged, and prof them borh< 
nd yet 1: any man ſhould be offended, whom good reaſon might fariſ« 
ne, here be cerrain cauſes rendred, why ſome of the accuftomed Ceremo- 
ties be pur away,and ſome retained and kept fill. 
Some are pur away, becauſe che great exce {5 and multicude of them hah 
ſo increaſed in theſe larcer days,rthar che barthen of chem was intolerable; 
hereof Saint Auguſtine in his time complained, that chey were grown 
o ſuch a number, that the eftarce of Chriſtian people was in worle caſe 
dncerning that matrer,chen were the Jews. And he counſelled, that ſuch 
yoke and burrhen ſhould be taken away, as rime would ſerve quietly ra 
do ir. But whar would Saint Auguſtine have ſaidit he had ſeen the Cere- 
monies of late days uſed among us 3 whereunto the mvlricude uſed in 
1s time was not tO to be compared? This our exceſſive multitude of Cere- 
onies was ſo great, and many of chem io dark, that rbey did more con» 
ound and darken, then declare and fer forth Chrifts benefirs unto us- 
nd beſides rhis,. Chrifts Goſpel is not a Ceremonial Law (as much of 
ojes Law was) but it is a:'Keligion co ſerve Gcd, not in bondage of the 
gure or ſhadow, bur in the freedom of rhe ſpirir 5 being con.ent onely 
ith thoſe Ceremonies which do ſerve ro a decent Order,and godly Diſct- 
line, and ſuch as be apt to ſtir up the dull mind of man co the remem- 
drance of his dury to God, by ſome notable and ſpecial fignificarion, 
hereby he ought ro be edified. Forthermoreg,the moſt weighty cauſe of 
© aboliſhment of certain Ceremonies wat, That they were ſo far abu- 
ed, partly by the ſuperſtitious blindneſs of rhe rude and unlearned, and 
partly by the unſatiable avarice of ich as ſour ht more their own lucre, 
hen the glory of God, that the abuſes could not well be taken away, rhe 
ding remaiging Rill, 
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But now as concerning thoſe perſons, w hich peradventure will be © 
ded, for that ſome of rhe old Ceremonies are rerained fill 2 1f chey cor 
der,thar without ſome Ceremonies it is not poſſible co keep any Order, 
quiet Diſcipline in the Church, chey ſhall eafily rR_ Juſt cauſe co 1 
torm their judgements, And if they cbink much,chat any ot che old do 
main, and would rather have all deviſed anew : Then ſuch men granting 
ſome Ceremonies convenient to be had, ſurely where the old may be v 
uled, there they cannot reaſonably reprove the old onely for their ag! 
wirhour bewraying of their own folly. For in ſuch a caſe chey oughe 
cher to have reverence unto them for their antiquity, it chey will decl 
themſelves ro be more ftadions of rvnity and concord, then of Innovati, 
and new-fangelneſs, which (as much as may be with crue ferting forth: 
Chrifts REPOOL is always to be eſchewed. Furthermore, ſuch ſhall h: 
no juſt cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerved to be offended. For as the 
are raken away which were moft abuſed, and did burthen mens conſ 
ences wichourt any cavſe 3 ſo rhe other rhat remain,are rerained for a [ 
ſcipline and Order, which (vpon juft cauſes) may be alkered and change 
and therefore are not ro be eſteemed equal with Gods Law. And n 
over,they be neirher dark nor dumb Ceremonies, bur are (o ſer forrht 
every man may underftand whac they do mean, and co whar uſe chey 
ſerve, $0 rhat it is nor like that they in time co come ſhould be abuſed 
orher have been, And in cheſe our doings we condemn no other Natio 
nor preſcribe any thing bur ro our own people onely : for we think 
convenient, char every Countrey ſhould wſe ſuch Ceremonies 3s oo jy 
think beſt ro the ſerting forth of Gods honour and glory, 2nd ro the 
ducing of the people to a moſt per et and god!y living, withour errc 
or ſuperfticion 3 and that they thovld put away other things, which 
rime ro time they perceive to be moſt abuſtd, as in mens ordinances 
often chanceth diverſly in divers Gountreys«
